These claims are allowable over the prior art of record because the latter, either 
alone or in combination, does not disclose nor render obvious an image wavelength 
conversion device as described in claims 1 or 5 in combination with the incident light 
being most preferable an infrared light of 3.5 urn, an excitation light of 0.8 urn and an 
output light of 0.65 urn, in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations.
